Rise Shown 
In Parking 


Lot Costs 


Cost of Ban Rafael's off-street 
parking program may skyrocket as 
a result of low values listed in a 
consul -ating firm's report, the dty 
council was told last night 
City Manager Raymond A. Boege 
said that three parcels included in 
the parking master plan have been 
surveyed by Assistant City Manager 
Jack Shelly. Result of this valua­ 
tion, Boege said, shows a 44 per 
cent rise over the appraisals of 
Bairn, Campbell, and Associates. 
If that rise is projected onto all 
the lots in the long-range program, 
Boege said, “the total cost of the 
entire off-street parking program 
would be $1,570,000 as compared with 
11,093,000 (the original valuation), 
or an increase in the cost of space 
provided . . . from $506 up to $850 
per tar space.** 
Boege made his report in a letter 
to the CQuncU^emelQsing SheUy*s 
survey results. These showed these 
comparative figures in the three 
projected lots checked: 
Fifth avenue, B to C streets, 
original estimate 185X100, city value 
$69,550; New England Villa area, 
original 50,000, city value $79,000; 
Cijos street kit, original $00,000, dty 
value $103.250, Total rise for the 
three frtm $175,000 to $251000, a 
rise of 44 per cent. 
No comments -were made on the 
survey by cotincifmisen. 


Industrial Art 
Lack In Tam 
District Hit 


Tamalpais and Sir Francis Drake 
High schools lack an adequate in­ 
dustrial arts program, James Ik 
Dunlap of San Anselmo told Tam­ 
alpais Union High school district 
trustee* last night 
Dunlap, parent of former students 
at Tamalpais high, brought up the 
high schools* limited courses in 
woodworking, metal work, sewing 
and cooking, when he asked the 
board the results of a opinion poll 
taken recently among parents on 
curriculum. 
Most parents want their son to 
be President of the United States 
or at least college-bred professional 
men, Dunlap surmised the survey 
revealed. The board agreed. 
Dunlap, however, pointed out, that 
many sons are wanting in intelli­ 
gence 
necessary for college and 
should be trained in high school 
to work with their hands. 
He dated he once urged Willard 
H. Van Dyke, district superintend­ 
ent, to increase the number of in­ 
dustrial art courses, but that Van 
Dyke told him “there is no place 
in high school for industrial art*— 
they should be taught on the junior 
college level.” Dunlap described the 
plight of lost souls who graduate 
from high schools with no trade, 
unqualified for college, with “noth­ 
ing to do.” 
Kent Seymour, Mill Valley resi­ 
dent parent of Tam high student, 
ex-member of Mill Valley school 
board, agreed with Dunlap, and 
stated the lade of industrial arts 
classes 
or 
“terminal 
education” 
courses was a “disgrace.” 
When E. E, Wood, formed Tam 
principal, spoke before a trustees* 
meeting recently he hit hard at 
what he called the decline of the 
Industrial arts program at Tam. 
He said that in years gone by, 
classes in machine shop, carpentry, 
and the like w ere always idled to 
capacity. He deplored the shift in 
emphasis away from the industrial 
program, although he said such em­ 
phasis should not and would not 
detract from 
work.

Master Road Plan Calls 
For $13,500,000Expense 
20-Year Improvement 


Program Recommended 


Marin's long-awaited master county road plan was com­ 
pleted and delivered to the Board of Supervisors yesterday. 


It calls for a $13,500,000 renovation of the county’s “major 
thoroughfares and feeder roads . . . without regard to political 
boundaries, with construction and maintenance financea jointly 
by the cities and the county/' 


The plan, prepared under the direction of County Planning 
:tor Miry 
Robinson 
Gtlkev.+ 
........................ 
Director 
recommends a “20-year improve­ 
ment program for the construction 
of major thoroughfares and feeder 
roads to standards adequate to cor­ 
rect existing deficiencies and to 
provide 
facilities 
for 
increasing 
traffic demands . . . . Initial financ­ 
ing of this program could be by a 
$4000,000 general obligation bond 
issue and subsequent financing by 
75 per cent of the state allocations 
to the cities and county from the 
highway-users tax.” 


ABOUT-FACE PRACTICE 
The plan recommends an about- 
face in the practice of maintaining 
all city and county streets, regard­ 
less of classification, with funds 
from state 
gasoline taxes. “All 
streets and highways not classified 
as arterials, major thoroughfares or 
feeder roads,” the report states, 
“should 
be 
considered 
as 
land 
service 
roads, 
with 
construction 
and maintenance financed by a 
tax on the properties benefitted.” 
Completed after nearly two years 
of effort and at a cost of approxi­ 
mately $20,000, “this plan,” Mrs. 
Gilkey told the board, “should be 
considered as a long-range, dy­ 
namic 
instrument for program­ 
ming 
highway 
development. 
It 
should be periodically reviewed in 
the light of unusual developments 
within the county, changing land 
use patterns and advanced high­ 
way engineering and design stand­ 
ards.” 
SUGGESTS COMMISSION 
The plan contains the suggestion, 
but does not specifically recom­ 
mend, that “the county should 
study and consider the advisabil­ 
ity of sponsoring the necessary 
state enabling legislation to permit 
formation of a county highway 
commission . . . to provide advance 
planning and continuity of fiscal 
policy in the construction and im­ 
provement of a system of highways

Poll Shows Residents Don't Want Annexation;

Alto residents last night rejected 
a plan to annex their area to the 
city of Mill Valley. 
Instead they voiced a preference 
for solving their sewage disposal 
problems by connecting into the Mill 
Valley sewage system and paying for 
it on a pro-rata basis. 
The opinion was expressed in an 
unofficial poll taken last night at 
a meeting of Alto sanitary board. 
Some 74 persons, an estimated 66 
per cent of Alto’s property owners, 
cast ballots which showed the ma­ 
jority favors remaining an inde­ 
pendent community. 
Frank Gamble, president of Alto 
sanitary board, presided at the 
meeting in Alto firehouse. He said 
that while the poll was unofficial, 
the results would guide the board in 
its negotiations with Mill Valley city 
council regarding sewage disposal 
and with DeVilbiss company offi­ 
cials. The DeVilbiss company plans 
to erect 137 homes in the Goheen 
tract, Alto Village, adjoining Alto. 
Plan is to annex this area to the 
city. 


NEED EARLY DECISION 
Gamble said this development 
makes necessary an immediate deci­ 
sion regarding Alto sewage disposal.

Second Construction 


Strike Hits Marin Job 


The outlook appeared dark In 
Marin today for an early end to 
the 
crippling construction 
work 
slow-down caused when carpenters 
and piledrivers came to an impasse 
in their discussions with contractors. 
The carpenters strike, entering its 
second week, looked to both union 
and contractor officials that It would 
probably continue on indefinitely. 
An offer for a 15 cent-an-hour 
raise, made Sunday by the contrac­ 
tors, was turned down by union rep­ 
resentatives' last night. 
The piledrivers union ordered its 
members off construction projects 
yesterday when employers refused 
hour wage increase and welfare plan. 
Because of the dispute, six men 
at work for M. B. McGowan com­ 
pany walked off the San Rafael 
overpass project. 
In the carpenters* wrangle with 
contractors, William Gillis, president 
of Associated Home Builders, said 
if their offer for a 15 cent wage 
hike was refused today “the industry 
would be closed down tighter than 
a Arum.” 
Gillis reminded that contractors 
offered the increase to go into ef­ 
fect with a new contract on May 5. 
“This is the maximum allowable 
increase authorized by federal Wage 
Stabilization board and should in­ 
clude welfare benefits,” he continued. 
However, the contractors’ offer 
was dependent upon a new contract, 
the president added. 
Gillis estimated 50,000 tradesmen, 
in addition to striking carpenters, 


are out of work because of picket 
lines set tip yesterday in four Bay 
Area counties. 
Norman Campbell, Marin carpen­ 
ters* business agent, said it was im­ 
possible to meet the 2 p.m. deadline 
today “even if we wanted to.” He 
pointed out that the union could 
not get members together by that 
time to vote on-the offer. 
Campbell added hat the union’s 
Bay Area council turned thumbs 
down on the offer last night be­ 
cause “they offered to increase our 
pay 15 cents an hour as of May 
5 if we dropped all right to insist 
on a welfare plan which the Wage 
Stabilization board said should be 
available.” 
The business agent agreed with 
Gillis that talks would probably be 
discontinued for awhile after the 2 
pm. deadline today. 
A pay increase and welfare plan 
was also the crux of a squabble be­ 
tween piledrivers and contractors 
which ended in a strike and picket 
line yesterday. 
Union members are asking for a 
15-cent-an-hour increase and wel­ 
fare contribution of 7% cents an 
hour. Preliminary negotiations be­ 
tween the two groups broke down 
Sunday. 
A spokesman for Associated Gen­ 
eral Contractors, negotiators 
for 
piledriver contractors, said the im­ 
passe grew over the welfare plan, 
not over the wage increase. 
Talks have been set for both or­ 
ganizations on Thursday. 


'Phone Company Hints Rate 
Boost If Union Wins Raise

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Senate To Be Commended 
For Stand On School Costs 


It it t pity that our state legislature ad­ 
journed last week without reaching agreement 
on any additional monetary assistance for con­ 
struction of much-needed school facilities 
throughout the state. 
A couple of yean ago the legislature voted 
to place on the ballot a $250,000,000 state-wide 
bond issue. This was done and the voters of 
the state approved it. Many, many school dis­ 
tricts borrowed allocations of this money from 
the state, in order to build additional school 
capacity. 
San Rafael is an example: substantial state 
aid was obtained for the construction of the 
new elementary schools at Santa Venetia and 
Sun Valley. An allocation has been earmarked 
for the new junior high school to be built soon 
on Lovell avenue. 
But that original $250,000,000 is all spent or 
spoken for and the need for classrooms hasn't 
been anywhere near met 
Taking San Rafael as an example again, 
only a couple of weeks ago Superintendent 
Oliver Hartzell informed the Board of Educa­ 
tion that six or eight classes will have to endure 
half-day sessions next school year—despite all 
the money spent for new construction during 
the past year or two. 


In the state senate, as well as elsewhere with­ 
in the state, there has emerged the conviction 
that had the $250,000,000 bond money been 
spent with the austerity the situation called for, 
there would be sufficient classrooms to avoid 


half-day sessions. In other words, within the 
sentate there was the belief that the money had 
been spent for many non-austere purposes 
which' while quite possibly desirable, have 
not provided the most essential item, the bare 
classroom itself. 


Using San Rafael as an ^example again, there 
is considerable evidence to support this view 
which has grown within our state senate. It 
doesn't take a Philadelphia lawyer, as the old 
saying goes, to see room for economy in the 
Sun Valley and Santa Venetia schools and in 
the junior high school plans—economies which 
quite likely would have saved enough money 
to enable construction of several more class­ 
rooms, possibly enough so that no San Rafael 
youngster* would have to attend a half-day 
»session next }ear. 


It is regrettable that the senate's laudatory 
desire to see that first things are taken care Of 
first was not shared by the assembly. Our state 
assembly also wanted to put another state-wide 
school bond issue on the ballot, but with no 
strings attached. In other words, the assembly 
apparently was not concerned about making 
sure that the money would be used to meet 
first needs first. 


Let us hope that between now* and the time 
the legislature meets again for the special 
session that Gov. Warren has said he will call 
to meet this situation-let us hope that the 
assembly "sees the light.”

Don't Forget That Hidden Taxes 
Are Even Greater Than Obvious 
Wt were reminded, when income tax day arrived, 
that the taxes we pay directly to the collector of in­ 
ternal revenue are but a part of the total tax levy 
made on each one of us. The hidden taxes we pay, 
usually through higher prices, actually amount to 
more than what we pay in direct income taxes. The 
government expects to collect $29 billion from in­ 
come taxes this year, but $34 billion from other 
taxes. These other taxes are largely tha hidden 
taxes, Included in the prices we pay for the things 
we buy. 
It is difficult to figure these hidden taxes, A 
federal law prohibits a storekeeper from showing 
the breakdown of taxes and the actual value on the 
price tag of an article unless the breakdown is accu­ 
rate down to the fraction of a cent. Since hidden 
tax« are very complex this is virtually impossible. 
But the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States has made a study of the tax situation, and it 
points out that far a family of three in the $1500 
pay bracket there would be no income tax, but that 
hidden and other tax« would take $390. In the

$3500 pay bracket, the income tax would be $380, 
hidden and other tax« $815.50, for a total tax toll 
of $109550. In the $7000 pay bracket, the total tax 
bill is $2478, of which $928 is income tax, and $1350 
hidden and other tax«. 


These hidden tax« are collected in t number of 
different ways. Often you can’t see them, but neither 
can you escape them. They are a few cents here, and 
a few cents more there, and many of them piled on 
top of each other to the point where they amount 
to more than half of the selling price of the things 
one buy*. For instance, here are five every-day items, 
with the actual price and the taxes one would be 
expected to pay, depending on local levies, and the 
final selling prices: bread 9c, taxes 5c, selling price 
14c; gasoline 12c, 14c, 26c; cigarets 9c, 12c, 21c; milk 
14c, 9c, 23c; beef 58c, 32c, 90c.

Kimball, could say a lot, says, un­ 
like Kimball, very little—and, un­ 
like Kimball, says it very rarely. 
The upshot of the two types of 
interviews is different The Kim­ 
ball type ends with official ex­ 
planations that he did not mean 
what he said. The Stalin type ends 
with everyone asking whether he 
said anything at all. 


THREE OP STALIN’S FOUR 
answers to Mr Wicks questions 
are, in the exact sense of the term, 
propaganda. Th$y are addressed 
to the peoples of Russia and of 
Europe, and they seem to say a 
great deal in general about the 
peaceful purposes of the Soviet 
Union without committing the 
Soviet government In any way to 
anything in particular. 
But in the light of events one 
answ er cannot be put into the same 
class with the others. 
“Do you 
consider,” Stalin was asked, "the 
present moment opportune for the 
unification of Germany?” HU an­ 
swer which wss “Ye*. I do,” is not 
mere propaganda because since 
the Soviet note of March 10 the 
unification of Germany has been 
an immediate and current matter, 
a burning question not in the in­ 
definite future but in the present 
moment. 


THE GRAVITY AND IMPORT­ 
ANCE of the German develop­ 
ments of the past three weeks have 
evidently been realised in Russia, 
In the satellite countries, and of 
course in Germany. The Soviet 
government in advocating a re­ 
united and 
rearmed 
Germany 
must have spread bewilderment 
and fear among the people of 
the Soviet orbit who lived under 
the Nazi occupation. Stalin’s voice 
may well have been needed at the 
present moment to reassure them 
and to steady them as they are 
forced to swallow the hard German 
medicine which has been prepared 
in Moscow. 


IT WAS TO BE EXPECTED, 
I suppose, that the people most 
imemdiately and directly involved, 
the Germans and the peoples to 
the east of them, should have 
realized sooner than others what 
happened on March 10. The reali­ 
zation that on that date the evo­ 
lution of Europe after the world 
war entered a radically new phase 


is sharper in Bonn, where every­ 
thing is at itake. than It is—ae 
yet—to Washington. 
Three weeks are a short time 
in which to do anything new or 
important—considering 
all 
the 
other preoccupations of large cum­ 
bersome democratic governments 
in which one set of officials is 
on its way out and the others art 
not yet on their way in. It is a 
short time in which to re-examine 
the very foundations of a policy 
which the officials hoped and be­ 
lieved, after sweating it out for 
years in endless conferences, had 
*t long last been settled. There 
they are. the mountains of mem­ 
oranda. the stacks of communiques, 
declarations 
and 
speeches, 
of 
pacts and agreements and con­ 
tracts put together after tediue^ 
and exhausting search for formu-* 
las of words. There is the elec­ 
tion coming on. and the whole 
wretched 
business is 
re-opened 
again . . . It cannot be true be­ 
cause It ought net to be true 
that the foreign ministers are go­ 
ing to have to hash it all over 
again. It is like a man hurrying 
for a train who drops his suitcase 
and all his belongings get scattered 
on the floor. 


YET IT Ig HARD TO SEE how 
the 
Western 
government! can 
manage to avoid LOing into it ail 
over again down to the ultimate 
Issues. Thus whet\ General of the 
Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, whose 
report appears to have been sub­ 
stantially completed before March 
10, says that the “consolidation 
of military elements . . . from 
Western Germany” into NATO . . , 
"would be a long step toward the 
unification of Europe” he was 
writing in terms of the situation 
as it was conceived to be in the 
Western capitals prior to the Sov­ 
iet proposal about Germany. 
This proposal has driven the 
Germans, and it will drive us 
as well, to see {hat they art now 
offered on the one hand unity with 
Western Europe founded on the 
disunity of Germany, and that on 
the other hand they are offered the 
unification of Germany first and 
after that a number of interesting 
opportunities. In the face of the 
new situation it is impossible 
for the W«tern nations to claim 
that their present policies mean 
the unification of Europe. They do 
not mean that. They will have 
to revise their policies in order 
to make them mean that,—if the 
West is to cope successfully with 
the tremendous danger of the Sov­ 
iet campaign.

NEW YORK (AP>—The oil indus­ 
try drilled 45,000 
wells In 
the 
United States last year. But the 
one that made the greatest splash 
—in and out of Wall Street—was a 
wildcat on a farm near Tioga, 
N. D., just a year ago. 
It flows a nice 350 barrels of 
crude oil daily—an insignificant 
drop to the 6 H million barrels the 
nation pumps in a day. 


BUT IN ITS FIRST YEAR that 
wildcat has turned the eyes of 
stock traders toward shares of a 
railroad, a match company, an 
electric utility, investment firms, 
and other seemingly unlikely com­ 
panies, as well as a large number 
of oil companies, some who already 
have and some who haven’t yet 
struck oil to the area but have 
paid out 50 million dollars to lease 
land there. 
Stock traders here and to Toron­ 
to are interested because the suc­ 
cessful wildcat showed—after 30 
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years of vain and costly search— 
that there is oil in the vast Willis- 
ton basin, lying to the east of 
the Rockies and stretching from 
South Dakota into’Canda. 


AND EVERY CORPORATION 
that owns land in that basin, or 
owns stock in companies that do 
control land, suddenly looks good 
• to Wall Street. 
Farmers in that one-time dust- 
bowl have been happily and pro­ 
fitably leasing oil rights to their 
lands. Some fanners who offered 
during the dust storms of the thir­ 
ties to sell their land for as little 
as 50 cents an acre, now sell oil 
lreses for as much as $1500 an 
acre. 
If Williston basin develops into 
the oil field some expect, and at­ 
tains 
Alberta's 1950 
production 
level, the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Minneapolis says “about $10 mil­ 
lion dollars would be paid an­ 
nually in royalties” »lone not to 
mention additional money spent 
by the oil companies and workers. 


YET OIL MEN CAUTION that, 
promising as it seems. Wiliston 
basin still must be classified as a 
hope, not yet a fulfillment, The 
oil information committee of the 
American 
Petroleum . Institute 
not«: “There is a long way to go 
before the new field Is established 
as a major producing renter.”

In Philippine Army 
MANILA (JF* — The Philippines 
army is preparing to train a new 
para troop team of dogs to aid air­ 
borne units in fighting the elusive 
Communist Huks.

The members of Local 689. Na­ 
tional Federation of Federal Em­ 
ploye«, comprised primarily of 
civilian employees at Hamilton 
Air Force Base, - are concerned 
with the increasing criticism voic­ 
ed against Government employees 
in general. It is acknowledged 
that much of this criticsm is war­ 
ranted. However this crticism, 
even though warranted in the case 
of some unscrupulous employees, 
is too frequently voiced in such 
manner as to reflect unfavorably 
on all Government workers’. 
The average Government em­ 
ployee is just as interested in ef­ 
ficient government administration 
and the unceitsored disclosure of 
corrupt practices when uncovered 
as any other citizen of our coun­ 
try but do« not relish unjust 
criticism for the misdeeds and mis- 
tak« of a minority of the em­ 
ployees in Government service.

He returned last week to join his 
family in Tiburon and is now on 20- 
day leave awaiting orders for a new 
assignment 
Our troops in Korea, Colonel 
Murray said, are getting the oest 
training possible — training they 
could never get in a stateside camp, 
It will equip them, he thinks, for 
the real full-scgle showdown with 
Communism if it comes; and he be­ 
lieves it is coming, and fast. The 
greater the turnover of troops in 
Korea, the more men we will have 
with this training. 
Secondly, he said, the (South) 
Korean army is getting stronger all 
the time, as a result of American- 
directed training. 
Colonel Murray’s job in Korea 
was with KMAG (UK Military Ad­ 
visory Group to Korea) as senior 
G-4 advisor to the Korean Army, 
or chief of supply, procurement, and 
distribution. 
He 
is 
enthusiastic 
about the job Americans are doing 
in training the Koreans, as well as 
the caliber of soldier they are turn­ 
ing out. This will be an Important 
factor in the outcome of the Korean 
war, he believes. 
Colonel Murray deplores the lack 
of understanding and interest in 
the Korean war on the part of the 
American public. 
“Some people even seem to feel 
we should pull out of Korea,” he 
said. “That is absolutely wrong. We 
have to stay. If we hadn’t gone into 
Korea in the first place to keep the 
North Koreans from* over-running 
the country, Communism would 
have spread even farther than it 
has.” 
“Americans have to realize,” he 
said, “"that the showdown with 
Communism is coming fast. We 
must be prepared for greater sacri­ 
fices in order to build our defenses. 
We can help the rest of the world and Conger, 2 


and help ourselves at the same 
time. And the benefit to us will be 
not only in terms of our own safety 
but in improvement of our eco­ 
nomic situation. For example, there 
are valuable raw materials In 
Korea which will be available when 
we need them.” 
A native son of California, he was 
bom in 1913 while his parents were 
stationed at Fort Scott — and his 
grandparents as well. His grand- 
father, Maj. Gen. Arthur Murray, 
wks In command of the fort, and 
his father, at that time a lieutenant 
and later Maj. Gen. Maxwell Mur­ 
ray, was his aide. 
The colonel’s great grandfather 
was Gen. Rene DeRussy, who gradu­ 
ated from West Point in 1812 and 
was its superintendent from 1836 to 
1840. During the Civil War he was 
W^st Coast Army commander, and 
buut the Presidio’s stone and brick 
forts and old gun installations 
which are still standing. 
Gen. DeRussy’s wife was the 
daughter of Marshall De Bessleres, 
Napoleon’s chief of staff. 
Nor is the Army tradition con­ 
fined to Colonel Murray’s family. 
His wife Is the former Ruth Kel- 
lond, daughter of Col. Frederic G. 
Kellond of Belvedere, who retired 
from the Army in 1942 after 43 
years of service begun during the 
Spanlsh-American War. 
The armed forces tradition is also 
In Mrs. Kellond’s family. She is the 
former Katharine Selfridge, grand­ 
daughter of Rear Admiral Thomas 
Oliver Selfridge and niece of Rear 
Admiral Thomas Oliver Selfridge 
Jr. Her father, Edward A. Self­ 
ridge, broke the Navy line by going 
into business in San Francisco. 
Mrs. Kellond’s brother was Lt. 
Thomas Selfrldge, famous as the 
first U.S. Army flier killed in ser­ 
vice. On a demonstration flight, 
with Orville Wright in 1908, he was 
killed in a crash at Fort Meyer, Va. 
Selfrldge Air Force Base in Michi­ 
gan is named for him. 
With the» ancestors, lt seems 
doubtful that there will not be a 
fifth generation of the family in the 
Army—or Navy—as the 'Murrays 
have four children: Phyllis. 12, 
Frederic, 9, Arthur Maxwell Jr., 5,

HOLLYWOOD — “I do a lot of 
that sitting down at the piano and 
just banging away,” says 16-year- 
old Cynthia Strothei1. 
Result? The hit song “Bermuda,” 
recorded by Cynthia and her sister 
Kay, who has since turned 12. They 
call themselves the Bell sisters after 
their mother’s easier-Ap-remember 
maiden name. Sales of their record 
reached the half-million mark in 12 
weeks. 
And for these Seal Beach girls, 
life lately has been as exciting as 
Cinderella’s, ThereVe been personal 
appearances . . . writeups , . . broad­ 
casts with Hope and Crosby . . . tele­ 
caste with Sinatra and Dinah Shore 
. . . arid plans for their first train 
and plane rides — the latter clear 
to Bermuda. 
But sudden fame has its complica­ 
tions. Boys at Huntington Beach 
High School where Cynthia is a 
junior, are a little shy about asking 
a celebrity for dates. Several of her 
girl chums had dates for the junior- 
senior prom before she did.

If allowed to progress, this disorder 
may cause a crippling deformity of 
the little finger or ring fingei, or 
both. 


T ISSU E IN FLAM M ATIO N 
It is caused by an inflammation 
of the elastic and fibrous tissue be­ 
neath the skin in this area 
As 
this occurs, the fingers are pUlled 
down and become permanently de­ 
formed. The same condition usually 
occurs in both hands, as time parses. 
The victim may lose much of the 
usefulness of hi* hands, and may 
find it embarrassing to shake hands 
or carry out his normal daily func­ 
tions. 


It has been found that people 
such as shoemakers, who use their 
hands a great deal, have a greater 
tendency to develop this condition. 
Those suffering from arthrifis also 
have more than a normal tendency 
toward it 


O PERATIO N PO SSIB LE 
There is a definite cure for this 
condition, if detected early. An op­ 
eration may be carried out to re* 
move the tissues causing the dis­ 
order. This operation is not too se­ 
vere, but requires a great deal of 
skill, for there are many delicate 
nerves, blood vessels and other body 
tissues in this area. 


If the operation is delayed too 
long, some skin grafting may be 
necessary. In some cases, when a 
physician is not consulted early 
enough, the deformity becomes great 
and demands amputation of one or 
two of the fingers. So, if symptoms 
like those in Dupuytren's contrac­ 
ture occur, medical attention should 
be sought without delay. 


Q UESTIO N S AND AN SW ERS 
H R .: W hat causes me to have 
excessive gas in my stomach and 
intestines?

Recent reports from the state de­ 
partment of fish and game place 
the game kill of 1951 near the high 
mark of 1948. Both last year and 
1948 produced good game popula­ 
tions with record numbers of hunt­ 
ers. 
During 1951 
there were more 
deer, bear, geese ahd doves killed 
than to 1948 and most of these 
high kills were records. There were 
fewer ducks, quail, pheasants and 
rabbits killed last yeal than during

There were 84,619 deer killed In
